FURTHER 



To secure to the Public the Means of travelling 
by Railway in Ireland. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to make further Provision for Preamble, 
securing to the Public the Means of travelling by Rail- 
ways in Ireland : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of 
5 the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 
follows : 



1. Prom and after the passing of this Act, every Passenger Rail- Railway 
way Company in Ireland, so long as they shall continue to carry 
10 Passengers on Week Days over any Trunk, Branch, or Junction Passenger 
Line belonging to or leased by them, shall, by means of One ^ am eacl1 
Train at the least each Way, provide for the Conveyance of Sunday?*^ 
Passengers on every Sunday in the Year to and from the Ter- 
minal and other ordinary Passenger Stations of the Lines so as 
15 aforesaid belonging to or leased by them, under the Obligations 
contained in their several Acts of Parliament, and with the Im- 
munities applicable by Law to Carriers of Passengers by Railways.

Power from Time to Time to fix the Homs at which such Accom- 
modation shall be severally provided by the said Companies for 
Third-class Passengers, to carry out the Object aforesaid.

5. The Provisions of this Act may be enforced by all the Modes 
provided by the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1854, for enforcing 40 
the Provisions of that Act ; and Railway Companies shall be liable 
for the Nonperformance of the Provisions of this Act to all the 

Penalties 
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Penalties imposed on them by the said Act for the Nonperformance 
of the Provisions of that Act. 

6. In the Construction of this Act the Words “ One Day ” 
shall he considered to mean from Seven- o’clock in the Morning 

5 till Ten o’ Clock at Night; the Words “Branch Railway ” shall 
mean any Railway or Portion of a Railway forming a continuous 
line of Railway Communication with any Railway of a greater 
Mileage than itself; and the Words “Board of Trade” shall mean 
the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council for Trade and Plan- 
10 tations. 

7. This Act may he cited as “ The Railway Traffic Act (Ireland), 
1864.”
